Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant requested cites from the reference in relation to the 
instantly claimed "confidence interval" of each of the independent claims, to which Examiner directed Applicant's 
attention to "substantially similar" and "sufficient number" language of the reference (see the abstract; col. 7, lines 11- 
14; col. 8, lines 51-55; claim 2). Applicant also requested cites from the reference in relation to the instantly claimed 
"independently" language of claim 47, to which Examiner directed Applicant's attention to "target number or target 
sequence" and "identifying anomaly for that particular model" language of the reference (see col. 7, lines 7-10; col. 8, 
lines 7-10; col. 10, lines 62-65). Applicant asserted a fundamental difference between comparing pulsesrsignatures" 
representative of fuel flow rate, as in Myers et al., and comparing an actual "amount of fuel ... dispensed" to another 
reference amount, as instantly claimed. Examiner noted that since the pulses/signatures of Myers et al. are directly 
related to the flow rate/amount of fuel dispensed, then it still seems that the language of the instant claims "reads-on" 
the teaching of Myers et al. No decision was made, pending further consideration and consultation with other primary 
examiners in the art, and pending a further search . 
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
